Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claim 59 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01. The claim is essentially a method claim wherein only one step is provided. 
Furthermore the step is essentially a preferred outcome resulting from multiplexing the cells. It is 
more of a conclusion.
